(3,616,172). Rubens discloses the claimed method for manufacturing a structure 
member made by disposing a solidified granular bulk material obtained by bonding 
together and thereby solidifying multiple granules inside a skeleton member of a 
transport machine, the method including the steps of placing granules, which are made 
by wrapping, coating or layering a core substance with a film or coating, into the 
skeleton member or space in an un-expanded state, and heating the granules and 
thereby causing the granules to expand. Note column 4, lines 38-73.
